Try ins to Break Jail. 

.San tv't'i^Ni'-^'. Gal., Oct. 12. — An incciii- 
oua iilteinpl lo escape from prison was dis- 
covered the other d.iy by iiriaon ollicials. 
rotor K Hall, who, in LS7b, was sentenced 
for life from Tehama coubty for murder, 
was detected in an attempt to regain froo- 
dom.

Then ho commenced on 
the brickwork, and had everything ready 
for his eacaiie when the cell inspector, while 
lapping the walla with a luunmer, discovered 
the work. ]'"or lliia altempL Hall will be 
kejit ISO (lays in Holitiiry ci nliijenient. He 
will have lo sow a certain number of grain 
bugs per day, and for each d.iy he does not 
sew tho number required he will have to 
sew throe more days in a solitary cell.

Without awaiting delinito perniisaion, 
llardio gained the platform. 'i'hero 
was an uproar in tho audience, but 
order waa soon restored, thu eH'orta 
of the chairman in that direction 
being aided by tho general desire lo hear 
what the labor repreaeiitalivo bail to say. 
Hardie staled that he liad not thanked (iod 
that Christianity was dead, hut that what 
bad at one time passed as Chrislianily waa 
dead. Ife rejoiced that the Christianity of 
the sciioola was defunct. He thanked Ood 
that the Chriatianily of Cindit waa coming 
to tho front. Having ma<lc this explana- 
tion, Hardie, shaking hia list toward the 
ministers, shouted: "You of llie cjhl .school 
preach only to respectability in your 
churches. You forget the writhing, sull'or- 
ing humanity outside. Tho men ami women 
of the slums are being driven to hell, and 
yet you lend them no helping hand." Tho 
niiniaters, with ouo accord, rose undalioutod 
a protest against such a charge, und the 
labor agitator was obliged to retire. Rev. 
Mr. Hiiea remarked that there was some 
truth in w hat Hardie had said, and that

New York's Celebration of tUo Ad- 
vent of Columbus on the Soil 
of America. 

Grand Militarj' rariidc— Dedication of 
the Discoverer's Statue in 
Central I'ark. 



Ni!\v YouK, Oct. r_'.— For L'uidiiif^ D.iy 
hail been reacrvod the inilitiiry i)ara(lc, 
which was a most iiiipoaiug display. Tlie 
troops bcRaa to BBaomble , at S o'olook iu the 
thoroughfares concentrating on tho But- 
tery, and promptly at 10 o'elcuk General 
Martiu G. MncMahoii, grand niurahid, waa 
to give the word of eoiiimaiid for Iho mov- 
i'.i;; of tho troop:!. Tiie U. S. troopa li ul tho 
right of tho line, uud with their luuda com- 
prised tho first division. In the iiecoiid 
division were the militia of New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut and 
- Bliode Island, to . a total of over 25,0(J(J. 
Tbo third division comprised 5,000 mombcr» 
of-tbe Grand . Army of tlie Republio, fi.OOO 
Exempt Piremen, and 1,000 letter oarriers. 
Tlie New Yorlc fire department turned out in 
force, two brigades, or 27 companies strong, 
with enf;inea and trucks and everything 
else pertaining to the department exnejic 
fire - boats. In the next division 
was the fire patrol, dolepations of fire- 
men from Brooklyn and Baltimore, 3,000 
uniformed men from tho Italian societies, 
l.OUO Irish Volunteers, several detachments 
of tlie Knighla of I'ytliias and Foresters, 
members of the German, French, Bohemian, 
I'olish and llnng.uian aoeieties iu nnifonu 
to a total of over l!,(J(ll). A largo contingent 
of the Sons of Veteruus brought up tho rear 
of the parade. 

THE I.INli 01' MARCH 

was np Broadway to Fourth, to Woshing- 
ton Square, to Fifth avenue to Fourteenth 
street, to Union Square, to Fourth avenuo, 
to Seventeenth street, to Fifth avenue and 
thenoa to Forty-seventh street. At Madi- 
son Square the parade was reviewed by 
Vice-President Morton, and several hun- 
dred officials of this and other cities as far 
west as Chicago. There were even more 
spectators on the street than yesterday, and 
the various divisions were given an en- 
thusiastic reception from the start of tho 
route to the finish. There voro compara- 
tively few serious accident.'? reported at 
I'olioo Hciiil(|uarters from the long line of 
tlie uiilitiuy parade, to-day.

Ambulances were kept 
busy, however, attending to epileptic 
patient.'-', of w hoiii there were a number, 
anil ahio the people injured by falling from 
wii'.diiU H, ieiiee.s and wagons and all elevated 
slructui es, from which they were viewing 
the parade. Cajit. Henry IJ^llrollc, of the 
."id .KeL;inient of Pennsylvania, broke his 
leg at 4i;nd street, and I'rivatc Daj'ton, of 
the'Jad Kpginient of t'ennsylvania, slipped 
and sprained hi.i ankle at tho same point. 
It took five hours and a half for tho parade 
to pass a given point, and it is estimated 
tiiat 50,000 men were in line.

Di Cesnoln delivering a patriotic speech 
on behalf of the Italian residents of 
Anieriea. I'.ut the crowning featnr" of 
the celebration commenced at nightfall

Every elTort had been put torward to 
outdo all thetlloits of Ke.K or tho Veiled 
Prophet, and tho streeta were magniticently 
decorated and illuminated as never before. 
A start was made from the Battery at li 
o'clock. 

In the procession were 5,000 red men, 
5,000 bicyclists, cavalcade of 50 Spanish 
cavaliers, bj.n(ls, triumphal cars and ban- 
ners. Grand Marshal Oarnett was accom- 
panied by a staff of 25 or more mounted 
oides, foilowcd by the first float, the cor of 
Fame, representing the winged deity. 
Fame, Hying over the Eastern Hemisphere 
to aunomiee to all tho nations of the earth 
the advent of tliis celebration. Europe 
was pictured with a bull, Africa with 
tigers and Australia with kangaroos. Near 
the float was a group representing the 
primeval rock dwelh^ra. The [prehistoric 
ear represented a huge cave surri)iind<:(l by 
early inhabitani;j of tliis coatinciit, lighting 
with gi'iit turtles, boar.s and snakes. .\ 
group of Indians walkeil about the ear.

were seen in the act of sacrilicing a victim 
at the foot of a smoking pyramid, while 
near burning altars of iii'ienso Aziee war- 
riors worshipped the genius of the sun. 'I"he 
float representing homage to Goluiobns 
showed tt statue of tho great discoverer as 
the pioneer of civilization, greeted by His- 
tory and supported by Fame. At tho foot 
of the oar sat America with Spain and Italy 
on either hand. Tho cavalcade represent- 
ing the Spanish court showed Queen Isa- 
boTla riding under a canopy borne by four 
knights iu full armor. She was followed by 
lords and ladies of Iberia. The model of 
Columbua' caravel was drawn by eight

other early oxploiers:, on horseback. The 
ear of Liliei ly shou i il the statue ot Liberty 
enlightening ihe world, with lignres grouped 
at her feet.

A model of the Capitol at Washington, 
liglited within and without, was on tho next 
lloat, Hiirrounded by 22 daughters of veter-.

Tho float 
was guarded by a corps of veterans 
of the army and navy, and eaeorteJ by 
Iho Osboiiie Marine I'adets and the

ilr.'S.'-i-il inbliii'l;, coining outof an ink liottle 
huMiug a weatlur vane in her hand anil sur- 
roundid by pci ;<.

than the sword." Poetry and romiince arc 
reiircSDuted by a Hying Pegasus, held at tlio 
bridle by Longfellow's youtli, who throu'^li 
an Alpine village pasiod bearing u banner 
inscribed 

EXCELSinn. 

Tlie figure bead of the llo'itwas a swan with 
outstietelied wings. Behind the Pegasus 
was a doorway on top of which Poe'a raven 
tat on 11 bust of Pallas. Busts of tho great 
American writers occupied places on the 
aides of tho cir. In the centre of the ear of 
music tho genius of huriunny and melody 
was stationed near a great lyre. An orchea- 
tr.4 of musicians, dressed like musical notes, 
dlterimted with a vocal iiuartettc in per- 
forming during the entire march. A figure 
of St. Ceuiliu with her organ was repre- 
sented at tho rear of tho float. The Car of 
Science exhibited an astronomer looking 
through a Iclcaeopo at Mara and at tho moon. 
Crucibles and retorts formed most of the 
decorations, with large vials inscribed 
v.'itli the minies of prominent medical pre- 
parations. On the lloat repro'ieiiting the 
supremacy of the American w omaii sat a 
fair maiden iu a rocking chair, on top of a 
globe. Cupids were at her feet holding out 
hearls and garlands to uweefc girl graduates. 
Blue stockings were shown in tlie not of re- 
fusing coronets and money bags, while the 
Hags of tho world fell at their feet. At the 
front of the car a young woman was sur- 
rendering'the latch key and the check book 
to her lord, while at the rear a huge 
cigarette bore the inscription "Man Must 
( Jo." The sides of the oar had the legend 
" Ubi gcmina ubi uon?" A oupid swung 
on a pair of suspenders at ono side of the 
lloat. Tho other fioats had' no particular 
features of attcution, with the exception of 
the Car of Eleotra, which it is intended 
shall be 

THE FINKST IN TIIK PATtAPK, 
It represented a ship prcipelled by oars in 
the luinda of the presiileiits of tiio United 
States. The bust of Washington was umid- 
ships, with Columbia at the helm steering 
the ship of state to a haven of safety. The 
ear was labelled "The hydra of lightning 
controlled by the genius of Mdison," and the 
inscription was earrieil out by a huge iiion- 
Btor's head tilled with electric lights. A 
winged woman reined in the monster by 
lines of miniature electric lights. Thirty 
girla in inetallie eostuines stood on a re- 
volving disk rcllecting the lights on the 
car. In the middle ol this group was a 
globe with the latituilinal and longitudinal 
lines marked by electric lights. There 
were I!, 000 lights on this car, which was ;)0 
feet long, and drawn by 10 liorses. All the 
other floats were 

LIGHTED IIV ELECTRICITY, 

accoinplialied by each car carrying a storiige 
liatteiy. From these batteries wires e.x- 
teu'liil to iiicanib scont lights lix.jd on re- 
flectors. Men walking lit the sides of tho 
lloats had rtlleclors lihc shields on their 
anna, thus ilhiiiiiiiatiiig the whole line of 
inarch. The lloats were about '..'0 feel in 
length, and drawn 1,'y eight horses wearing 
gorgeous trajipinga and plumes, led by 
grooms. The figures on tho cars wcro re- 
presented by men and women hired to take 
the parts — 750 persons in costume and 150 
grooms to lead the .tOU horses. Behind the 
car of Klcctra came n.OOO red men iu cos- 
tume. Most of them were on foot, but the 
sachems, sagamores and chieftains rode 
horses.

FllEE SPEECH IX C AX ADA. 



(le- 



I'rot. (lolihvin .Smith a few days 11 
livered a lecture on "Freeiloin of .S(ueeh,'" iu 
the village of Inneikip in North Oxford, 
Ontario. The meeting does not appear to 
liave been a largo one, but as Mr. Smith's 
iliEcnurso lias been printed in full in tlic 
newapupera tho number of those who heard 
it delivered ia of little consequence. 

Ninety-nine peraons out of every hundred 
in Canada will agree with what .Mr. Siiiith 
said about freedom of speech in the ab- 
stract. They believe it to bo " a principle 
which 13 above all policies, and is the sole 
guarantea for the wiaduni of any of them." 
15ut, valuable aa it is, Ireeilom of apeccli, ns 
everj'onc knows, has its limitations. All are 
not at liljerty to say everything they think 
in all places and under all circumstances. 
There are wise and proper exceptions, and 
it is on one of those exceptions that 
the learnod Professor chiefly expatiated ot 
lunorltip. Mr. KIgin Myora was 11 
County Crown Attorney in Ontario. 
He was of opinion that Canada 
would be more prosperous under the flag of 
the United States than it is under British 
rule. Not content with bc'icvin;^ this, Mr. 
Myers did liia hest, publicly ns well as pri- 
vately, to nndcTMiiiie tlie ulIegiAnco of Urit- 
ish suhjecta in the County of Uxfoid luui 
elsewhere. Now the (pieatiou camo up, was 
it right in a servant of the Crown to attempt 
to persuade British subjects to become citi- 
.zens of the United .States or to join a move- 
ment which has for its object iiiaUiiig Canada 
an integral ))arl of the (Ircat Hepiihlio ? 
Mr. Mowat, ill" I'luniierof t)ntiirio, lliou;^ht 
that it was not right in the County Crown 
Attorney to employ bis time and his talents 
in such a way, and so, after giving him due 
warning, he relieved Mr. Myera of his public 
duties, This I'rofes.sor yniitli cunsidera an 
improper use of the power of the Coverninent 
— un attempt on its part to restrict frcoilom of 
speech. W'e do not think that there are 
many who will agree with Mr. Smith, If 
the servants of tho Crown are not true to 
their allegiance, who can ho expected to be 
loyal. When Mr. Myera -.vaa di.smis.scd, 
freedom of spcecli was not infriii;;ed upon 
in the leaat. He now exen.'i.-yes it without 
restraint in preaching annexation at liome 
and abroad. 

Professor Smith uhould bo the last man in 
Canada to attempt to create the impression 
thit under its government speech is not 
free. Ho has for yeara been trying to uii- 
dermiiio the loyalty Lo Queen Victoria of 
tho people of this Dominion. Ue has spoken 
in favor of annexation, be has written 
annexation articles in tho nows- 
papoia, an<l ho has published hooka 
in which he has advocated annexation, yet 
Ilia liberty has not been interfered with in 
the sligliteat degree. He has in liis own 
peraon proved that there ia in Caiiiida both 
liberty of speech and lil)erty (jf the press. 

If a man in the United .States advocated 
the transfer of the allegiance of tlie people 
to a foreign power, as Mr. Smith has done 
in Canada, he would soon find himself in a 
very anploasant position. He might not be 
prosecuted for tieasoii, but he would kuIi- 
jecledloa social persecution which would 
make lii.s rc.fidcnco in any pai tof the United 
States inipoHrfilile. W'e aro nut .sure thai ho 



would not be .■teiziid, brought before Judge 
Lynch, tried, found guilty, and sentenced. 
Ho might think himself fortunate if no 
severer punishment than banishment, ac- 
companied by barbarous indignitiea, was 
indicted on him, l!ut in Canadu he has 
been perfectly cafe. .Some sevei-o things 
have been s.ud and written about him, and 
that ia uU, Tho troatmont which the prill- 
ed pal advocate of annexation has received in 
Canada is really as strong tostiindny as to 
tliu extent of the freedom of speooh enjoyed 
by its inhabitants, as could - possibly bo 
adduced. 



SHAItP AND SUDDEN. 

Now fSruiiswick in now in the tl.rcn H nl a 
general cleclion. Its Legislature was dis- 
solved without any warning, and llio 
appeal was made to tho people on an un- 
coininonly short notice. This baa ciiised 
some -surprise and a lit lie discontent, hut 
the preparations for the elections aro going 
oil at II. rather lividy r.ite. 

The I'remier, Mr. IJlair, has issued an 
address to the electors of the I'rovinoo. It 
ia cpiito long, but there is very litllo In it 
that is of uiiich importance. He aeconnt.s 
for having dissolved the .-Vstenihly while it 
had still a year to live by roniin.ling thu 
electors that tho bill to abolish tho Legis- 
lative Council having become law, Ito had 
the alternative of uUowiug it to go into 
ell'ect ot onco by dissolving iho House, or 
|)ri. longing it.s existence for another Vi-ar, 
when it woiiM ilie hy t'lie ililu^ of lime. 
He chose tho former alternative, an^l v.e do 
not h'unv that any ono has a right 
to cciniplain. A Government, when it gives 
olleot to a decision of tho Legislature at tho 
earliest possible moment, is generally in the 
lint? of its duty. 

The real 1 1'. I -on of the dis.-iululion. how- 
ever, seems lo be tlial the i; iveninirni w.is 
composed of incongruous malrrial, and il.s 
members were not g. ttirg on very well to- 
gether. It was a coalition Government, 
thoso who composed it acting together in 
local matters, but diviiliiig and working 
against each other wlienever a Dominion 
election took place or Dominion matters 
came to bo considered. This is an aiionia- 
lou3 position for the members and support- 
era of a local Government to be in, and it 
could hardly be expected that serious difS- 
culties and disagrt enients would not now 
and then arise. It would ajipear that an 
ed'urt is now b(iing made to get local party 
lines to coincide with Dominion party lines. 
Hut it must be confessed that provinoial 
politics in New Brunswick are pretty badly 
mixed. No one, even in New Brunswick, 
seems to have formed an intelligent opinion 
as to \vhat is likely to be tho result of the 
election. 



WILL THE CHOLERA REVIVE? 

Vv'ill the cholera survive the winter? is 
a question on which the doctors diflfcr. 
Prof. Shuttlewortb, of Toronto, is of opin- 
ion that the frost of winter will kill the 

disease. Ho bases his judgment on tho 
cholera visitations that took plaoo in 
Kuropo and America between IS.'i'J und 
IS.')". He tells the world, in the I'liarnia- 
ceutical Journal, that the propagation of 
thu bacillus is rapid at 62 and G4 degrees, 
and that it dies when tho heat is raised to 
1 10. ^Vllen the thermometer ^reta down to 
M degrees, tlie bacilli are harmless but not 
dead, and his ohsi rva' ions lead him to eon- 
elu'le that a lower tein[)uratnre di-pi'ivea 
iheniof vitality. According to him, therefore, 
Canadians need not fear a reappearance of 
the cholera on this side ot the Atlantic, un- 
less it is again imported frcnn h'urope. But 
the I'rofessor seems to think that the diseaao 
will not survive tho winter on the other side 
of the Atlantic, for observat ion lia.s shown 
that tho cold kills tho cholera microbe in 
ICurope as^well as in America. 

The London Times ia, however, of u dif- 
ferent opinion, ft saya that tho reports 
from the dlll'eient cilita (jf I'hirope in which 
tlio cholera ajipeareil during the past sum- 
HUT allow that it ia iloing what it has 
always done fornierly, creeping (juietly on- 
^vard and sowing the autumnal seeds in new 
ground, which will burst forth luxuriantly 
with the adv(nit of summer. It believes 
that '.he di ease is ilonnanl in linssia, I'ru-:- 
sia, tne Danuhian rr(jvinces, Cilieia, Hun- 
gary and Auitiia pr^'p r, and that it lingers 
still iu the Netherlands, I'laucc and Po- 
land. It predicts that in the summer of 
'0,'t it will break nut in all these countries, 
and very likely spread to others. Moat 
jie jple will proh.ihly put more faith in 
whiit the great London (Kily says on the 
snhjict than in the theories broached by a 
colonial pioft.saor. 

It is, we think, in this matter best to be- 
lieve and to act as if the worst were true. 
There ia thia to he said alunit the precau- 
tions against cholern, they aro good and 
even neeesaary if the cholera should never 
come. There is not a town on this continent 
which will not be tho better of a thorough 
oleansing. The public health will be better, 
too, if the water supply is woll looked after 
and all causes of contamination removed. 
1'heru aro other diaeasea besides cholera 
which are fed and foalered by dirt of all 
kinds; and inipiiro water does harm wher- 
(.•ver it is u.ied for domestic puriioaes. All 
thing I considered, the advico "lie pre-

Dr. J. W. Conrad Cox, whoso body was 
found Tuesday morning in the woods near 
the tiorge Road Methodist Church with a 
bullet iu the skull, may have committed 
suicide, as the Coroner's jury tound yesti r- 
day, but thero is a growing suspicion in the 
niinda of many who have looked careiiiUy 
into the caao that tho deceased did not tuke 
his own life, and, further, that it was by no 
accident that he canie where the body was 

hiund. 

There is no ijuestion as to the identifi- 
cation. The body was uiidouhtedly that of 
Dr. Cox, who formerly lived in New 
York or Brooklyn, and who for the past 
few years' has been a traveller. 'The (dd 
gentleman was undoubtedly eccentric. He 
carried no baggage, lived quietly and tem- 
perately, had plenty of money, anil had a 
hobby which ho talked of on all occasions, 
but he was always cheerful and contented 
BO far as is known, and if he took his own 
life, the motive which prompted the deed 
ha<i yot to be discovered. 

'J'lio coroner, Dr, Easell, held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon at the City Hall. The 
tirst witness examined was Dr. A. T. Watt, 
who testified as to the examination of the 
body when it was still lying in the bush, 
and also as to having made a subse- 
qiieut examination, when he discovered 
a bullet bole in the forehead and the 
bullet embedded in the brain. The witness 
eiiid there was nothing about the wound, 
from a medical point ot view, whloh would 

indicate that it could not have been made 

hy the deiul mail hiiiis^df. 

I'iiilip Chalk and t)llicer Ahel gave evi- 
dence as to the discovery of the body. 
Ollicer Abel identified the articles produced 
as the ones which had been found ou de- 
ceased, and near the spot where the body 
was found. 

'The ne:;t witucsa c.dlcd gave tho only 
important information elicited, and threw 
the tiiat light on the hubject of the tragedy. 
'This was Sir. Francis Atkinson, engineer of 
the pire Dep.irtment. 

llo said that last yi-ar ho was 
living ut ol Pandora street, and 
thai some time duiiiig August, KSOl, de- 
ceaaed came to liis house and rented a room. 
He stayed thero until either November or 
December, and during that time had many 
t.iika with witness. He ahvaya had plenty 
of money, on occasions taking a handful of 
idlls out of bis pocket, while ho also had 
considerable ainouuta iu gold at times. 
Witness never sr. v.- tlie revolver found on 
the body, but had eeen both tho medical 
college diploma and tho pocket medicine 
CASe. 

Thero was one thing Dr. Cox always 
talked ab-nit— that was chicken ronchiui;. 
No matter w hat subj.'Cl came Up he WOUfd 
always chani;c; it and spoak- of his hobby. 
He told w itness ho had three farms in Now 
Jersey, and that he was going to buy u 
raiielie somewhere in this province. 

A few days before Dr. Cox went away bo 
t(dd \vitne;-s that he was going soniowboro 
to look at a farm, w hich he tlunight of buy- 
ing if it suited him. He did not suy 
wditthf:r tliis farm was on the Island or on 
the Mainland, Ijut ^iitm.-ss inferred it was 
on the Mainland, as the doctor had mid 
.something aliont going away ou the boat to 
New Westminster. Thii deal was to be 
made through some Vietori.i real estate 
linn, \vliicli one witness did not know. 

While Dr. (.'ox was in Victoria he fre- 
ijuently got letters from his sons und diicgh- 
teis, who lived in Brooklyn, but no let;ers 
came after he went away. Deceased always 
lived a very correct life, s])i>nt hia evenings at 
home and never drank. When he went away 
he prmnised to write to witness if be diil 
not come luck, but had never done so. 
The doctor did not practise iu Victoria, and 
so far as uitneis knew, did not attempt to 
do 11113' hnsirie.ss e.xcejit in tho way men- 
tioned, that is as to real estate transactions. 

Mr. Atkinson could not identify the 
watches found on the body, Init thought one 
of them, the largo one, was worn by de- 
ceased. Since tho time Dr, Cox went 
away last November or Ddoember, witness 
had heard nothing of him until he read in 
Wednesday's Colonist of the body having 

been found. > 

'The jury, after deliberating on tho evi- 
dence, brought in a verdict of " suicide 
while temporarily insane."

N. Co. 'a steamship Danube, 
Capt. Moyer, arrived in yesterday, com- 
pleting a quick trip to tiio Naaa ' river imd 
way porta. Slie bad us paaaongora : Mra. 
Spencer, Miaa Hunt, A. W, Vowell, F. 
Greeu, 11. 1). Wilaon, C. ArmsdiUc, F. Nol- 
lerton, K. Atmdel, J. H. MeOreyor, II. JI. 
Burwell, J. Carey, J. I^'. Mog)», W. L. 
Jones, A. Stewart, A. Bronmer, Henry 
Rudgo, B. Griffin, M. Dufloy, John Dick, 
AV. Senusa, C. W. Davis and A. Oilehrist. 
The vessel also brought a (juuntity of curios 
from Fort Rupert for tlio Worlil'a I'liir, a 
^ig cousigDmont of salmon, whicli ia divided 
uB follows : 3,096 oases from the Stuuduid 
cannery; 6,303 oases from Cuuniughani's; 
1,836 oasea from Lowe Inlet, and 
1,800 cases from Alert Bay. The 
greater part of tlio salmon ia for Iho bark 
Martha Pisher, whioh has now been waitinf; 
several days to complete her car^^o. No 
news of special interest was brouglit from 
the North, the weather there having been 
of late very wet. 

James Urilliths, manager of the Pacific 
Stool Whalobargo company, haa received a 
letter from Kmpiro City, Or., whioh says, 
regarding the wrecked steamer Cliurlea W. 
Wetnioro : " The ship seems more buried 
in sand tlian she was a few duya ago. On 
the 5th inst. there v.-aa a very lieavy sea at 
the scene of the wi'ccl;, and tlie vefsora 
house and au.okestack were carrio 1 awiiy, 
but the 6up|)()i'ling columns are .slill stand- 
ing 'erect. On t)ctober 7 the tln i;o forward 
nuiata were atill intact, but 3li,','hlly mote 
incUnrid forwarii, witli the founli must 
lianging iiliout half way over tlio oll'-ahorc 
side. This may or may not indicate that 
the ship ia broken. .Ibero seenis to be a 
dill'creuce nf opinion on this subject among 
good ja(lf.[g," 

Instead ol coaling at Xunainio lis has for- 
meily lioen llio rule of tlie Xiu'tluirn i'acitic 
line of stenmsliipa, llie steamship Look Sok 
will take in all lier fuel before sailint; from 
Tacoma. She will call at this port on her 
way out to- morrow. 

Tho steamer Cocjuitk^m leaves for Van- 
couver to-day or to-morro.v, where she will 
remain for a few days, returning then to 
Victoria for the purpose of going on the 
ways for an overhauling. 

Tho wrecking steamer Mascotte came 
down from Nanainio yesterday with a fall 
load cf I'o'il, which ^]\o discharged into tho 
btrk Lizzio Bell to be used a3 ballast. 

Tao Hudson's Bay' Co. jsteamer Caledonia 
was reported by the Danube passengers on 
a Skeeua river sand bar, near the canyon. 
She was not in a dangerous positio". 

Tug Lorne will probably tow the b»rk 
Lizzie Bell to sea this eveuing. She com- 
pletes her U. "K, cargo at Portland. 

Foreign vessels seeking entry at Port 
Xownsend can now enter on certificate of 
the city hca' til oii ccr. 

Steamer F.dcou is expected down from 
Nanaimo this iiiorniiig with a scow load of 
coal. 

The Quadra will take a boiler down to 
the Race Rock fog alarm station to-day.

THE rill'IMlKR DIS.\STER. 

Oiipt. .John Irvine; Tliliiks the Vessel Not 

Worth l''ixiiig t!p. 

SiCATTi.r., Oct. 12. — Capt. John Irving, 
manager of the Canadian Pacilio Naviga- 
tion poinpany, and tho boor J of survcyor/i 
iiO'Si^rvey tho steamer Premier, returned 
-yesterday on the City of Eangston from 
' Bash Point, where the Premier is lying. 
The suFveyora have not yet made a report, 
but none of them express any doubt that 
tho vessel can be pumped out and taken to 
a dry dock. A further survey was in pro- 
press to day. Speaking of ihe disaster, 
Capt. Irving said : 

" It was an ins'jnitable accident. As to 
whether all was iloiie that Bhould have 
been done to avoid a iKdlinion ifi a riiu'Kt ion 
which only a formal in(iuiiy can dcl-jiinim'. 
The I'jij^li.'^h rule of iiavi^ai:<jii in that when 
two vessels are apijroacliing each otlier head 
on, or nearly ao, they slimilil tiuii to the 
right, which ia the law of the road. Rul 
there are excepliona to this. As for the 
Premier, I hive no idea what will bn done 
with her. The board of Hiirviyors may 
order her fixed up, biil; 1 dr. n't want the 
job. Sho is wr?'iu:lied fi'(jiii .stem It) Kterii, 
i'.nd, in my ojiiiiidii, no!, -wm tli fixing up. 
If her ]dati'M lu^d nut becon e hooked on to 
the Willamette she would have sunk where 
she w,i3 atiuck, hut as it was, tho Willa- 
mette held her up." 

Associated with Captain Irving in the 
survey were Captains O'lirien and Hiondi. 
From enriuiries made at tho scene of disas- 
ter, they are convinced that only four lives 
were lost, and that the passengers who re- 
ported seeing two men jump overboard, (irie 
of whom was thi.uf^lit lo have sunk, wi;rc 
mistaken. Tho ))robabilily is that the niun 
who did jump overboard and was picked up 
was the only one to leap iuto the water. A. 
. further investigation as to the cause of and 
responsibility for the collision will be held 
in the office of the local Inspector of Hulls 
and Boilers in the Starr-Boyd Block,' The 
collier Willamette yesterday discharged 
sov( ral hundred tons of her coal oargo, and 
the probabilities are that they will take 
enough coal out to nllow the punotured part 
of the starboard bow to come above the 
water line, when tho damage will be tem- 
pororily repaired.

POLITICAL SERVICES. 

The Civil .Service Ooinniisslnn ou the Position 

of Kiuiilojes. 

Washisctoj; City, Oct. 11.— Tho U.S. 
Civil aervico ComiiUbsion to-day made pub- 
lic a statement that a blank book, purport- 
ing to have been sent out by the Republican 
State committee to tho postmaster ut Whit- 
ing, Mich., hud been brought to their 
attention. It requests that the postmaster 
furnish a canvass of the patrons of bio cilice 
with information os to their former and 
present politics, and as to the papers they 
take, together with recommendations as to 
what papers should bo sent them. The 
postmaster was further .informed that ho 
was ekpebted to ioonsult prominent Republi- 
cans of his locality as to this work, but to 
keep bis labors from becoming public. The 
statement says' the commission has also re- 
ceived information that requests of this 
kind have been made by politioftl commit- 
tees, not only in Jlichignn, bu'li elsewhere. 
The statement says : "Services of tho kind 
requested are clearly political services, and 
to rcudcr.tbem ia contrary to tlio jiostal 
regulations. With this, however, tho com- 
niiaaiou has nothing to do, but it fools that 
it ia in duty bound to inform all poatmastcrs 
and all other eirployes in Michigan or elsn- 
wliero that the civil servico law e.^pressly 
provides that no ])erson in public service is 
under any obligations to render any political 
service."

WliKAT shows a decline, iir.d frniii tho 
f ivdrable crop reports liom the Northwest, 
a fiirtlier cut may be expected. 

Oats and Raku'.y retain last week'.s 
prices, but a better rate is expected soon. 

I'oTAToKS are almost a drug on the mar- 
ket. They are selling freely at from Slli to 
820 per ton, or about SI per bag. They 
have been an abundant crop thia year. 

VeOETABLES are plentiful and cheap. 
Every variety appears to have done h ell 
this season. 

I'RfiTS are somewhat scarce. Islanil 
apples and pears arc coming in and sell at 
•Ic and per lb. Imported varieties are a 
couple of cents dearer. C rapes range from 
)."ic to 2()c, oranges olJc per doz., lemons 
(iOc per do/,., peaches '.20j per lb. Plums are 
almost out of tho market. 

Fisu is a good supply. There have been 
some heavy catches during the week, and 
salmon are being hawked round at 25o each. 
Fiah weighing from 8 lbs to 10 lbs are sold 
at this Qgure. 

CiAM K is plentiful. Venison sells at Sc. 
and IOc. per lb ; duck, "lOc. to 7"ic. ; gron.sc, 
7")C. lo SI ; chicken, .'lOc. to 7i5c. ; quail, 
$1 t3 §1.-0, and teal, -lOo. per pair.

THE INQUIRY CONTINUED. 

Stoi'it'a of the Popo Drowning Acci- 
dent Told by Tltoso Who 
Wlhies.sed It. 



What tho Passengers Saw and How 
They Acted— Struck by tho 
Wheel. 



Tho official investigation into tho eiroum- 

s'anesa attending the death of Mrs. Pope 
and child, while attempting to board tho 
steamer R. 1'. Rithct oil Villago liny, was 
continued, yc3tcr<liiy, before Capt. (l.uidiii. 

Isaac MuMarlin, WcBtudnster, who was a 
passenger on board the Bitbet at tho time 
of th-j accident, testified that ha saw the 
small boat approach, and at the time tho 
wheel was stopped it was about 'JOO or oOO 
feet o If. When this ougiues were stopiied, 
the current was takmg the : Steamer along 
towards I'luniper'a Pass. When tho small 
boat canio<Jup to about 150 yards of the 
Btcamor the wheel was reversed. Tho suc- 
tion of tho wheel and tho current swept the 
boat out of sight, lie nc.Tt beard a Hcream, 
and then noticed a man po|) his bead above 
water. A paaaciigcr threw cut a lifebuoy, 
which the iiuin in the water caught, and 
was taken on board. The ship's boat was 
lowered and another man rescued. \Vitnc.;a 
dill not Koo Mrs. I'opo or lier child. 

■las. licuiict, ul.4u a iiasseiigcu' on bo.ird 
th(! Kithet at the time, described tho acci- 
dent, llo said soma delay was occasioned 
iu laimchiiig the ship's boat owing to the 
fact that Mr. Deacon had been taken aboard 
uudernealli where the boat was hanging. 

" I saw Mrs. I'opc come up," added tho 
winics.«, "from under iho ]iort (piarter, 
face downward.", about 70 feet niV, SI e 
di<l not appear lo be conscious. I did not 
see a life buoy thrown to her. Tho stern 
ivheel appeared to have struck tho boat 
aiiiidship.s. I believe that everything « aa 
done by the innatcr and crow of the steamer 
to avert tho accident." 

John A. Murray, another of the paiisen- 
gers on board the Rithet, testified to hav- 
ing witnessed the accident. Ho saw Mr. 
Pope and Mr. Deacon brought aboard, lie 
judged that Mr. Pope was between a quar- 
ter and half mile from the steamer when 
tho bhip's boat reached him. Witness saw 
Mrs. Pope iloatlag la tho water, with ap- 
parently something under hpr arm. She 
flouted about one hundred yards before 
disappeccing. The ship's boat was 
being lowered when he saw Mrs. Pope's 
body in the water. Ho', considered that 
everything iioasiblo was done by tho crew 
of ihe liiilici under the circumstances. 

ilc.i. \\'ilsoii, another of tho passenger;!, 
described t he sea aa rou_;h and the wind 
high at the time of th«J a. cident. He 
thougliL tlial picatcr c ;re Ehi>ii!d li.iVi- been 
e:;erci£cil by those in the im.ill boat in ap- 
proaching the steamer. 

Mis. Frances Fli/. v I ferriii'j;, alio a pas- 
senger on the .itoaiiior, said the s.rii.,'1 \,o.^\. 
was along.ililo wlieu she l.Mdicd 
and nodded tu Ik c friend Mi.--. 1' 
tmall boat then drifted to the \v\\ 
steamer inid w.is Hiii.islied. \S'iiii 
frightened that she could reiiieinb 
more as lo the occurrence. 

.Misa W ilaon gave r. similar narrative. 

Daltou Deacon deposeel that he was row- 
ing the boat to which the accident ocourreel. 
Mr. Pope, Mrs. I'opo and her baby were its 
other occupanta. tie was rowing from Vil- 
lago Ray to Kuterprise Rock. Mr. Pope 
stood up antl hailed the steamer, signalling 
with his handkerchief. The signal was 
ausivereil by the atemner's whistle. 

"Ho never stoppetl the engine until he 
■was close to the boat," said witnesj, "and 
then ho reversed. I was pullinc in the 
direction that the steamer was going — the 
way I always do when I want to board her, 
There was a llootl tide and south-e^St wind 
at tho time, which swung the Steamer round 
and sucked the boat under the paddle at 
the stern.

" Did you hoar anyone call out lo you to 
atip pulling as you apiiroaclied the

"When 
the wheel alruck me, and I was knocked 
under, I did not see any of tho others." 

" What made you pull so close to the 
steamer ? " 

" I did not pull cloao to tho steamer. I 
always pull ahead so as to drop down and 
effect u landing; but iu this instance the 
Rithet hacked donu on mo. She was going 
unuaiially fast. The captain never warned 
me not to come alongside when the steamer 
was in motion, but has otten hollared at mo 
to hurry up. There is a wharf on Mayne 
lalaiid, where mails and passengers are 
landed, but Capt. Jagcri^won't always land 
there."

\Vnn:nB,\slt la provided in the MuiiicipalAct 
oflga2ihnr the Council ota city municipality 
may pass by-laws for apae.sainK real iirupoity 
bonelitcd by certain claaaea ot local improve- 
ments ;

'I'lie exhibit will 
consist of at least four hundred animals, 
nnd will include a fine group of ten 
Iloeky mountain sheep, seven Roclty 
mountain i^'oats, nine mooM', leiilil elks, 
seven antelope--, livi' earibou. live buf- 
falo and twelve dee-r ineludinj^'- nnile, 
white-tailed, Virginia and otlier.-.; idght 
wolves, timber and coyote; five moun- 
tain lions, six bears, twelve foye.s, in- 
cludin<i: a hetiutiful silver gray; Dcsides 
a lari,'e number of lynx, wildcats and 
other snialh r animals. 

At Chica.'r-' the rxhibit will be di- 
vided into Jifteeu groups. Jt will oc- 
cupy a room 88x00 feet and the entire 
floor space is to be huilt up to represent 
a natural landscape, with rocl-rs. grass, 
l aeti, willows, i|iaikin;,'' asji aiid natural 
!ir and everj'roi'n t:ees. On l ach side 
of the wing will be built a tall (diiV and 
in between a vsilley with a nnniiiig 
stream of water, a lalce and swamp. On 
tlie back it is intended to have a pani i- 
ramip painting, continuing tlie effect 
of the scenery of llie fori>!;-roinid and 
giving di^.tanee to the mtmc. Ihieii 
group of animals will be plaerd among 
surroundings inntativeof their native 
haunts; tlie nioose ^vill be seen in 
natural positions in the swamp; the 
goats and sheep on the meky cili;\,iiid 
the buffalo on a buffalo gras^ ])rairic.
